I have resurfaced on selected highways as follows: 
4,220 feet on No. 1, 4,254 feet on No. 5, 2,620 feet on No. 7, 
3,200 feet on No. 8, at a cost of $2,736.40. $1,641.84 of this 
sum is paid by the State. The gravel used on road No. 5, 
was donated by the Vermont Marble Co. 

Of the unselected fund the amount of $594.67 was ex- 
pended on the Cold River Road beginning at the junction of 
road No. 2. 

I constructed 965 feet of gravel road on selected high- 
way No. 9, at a cost of $585.97. 

I have drawn orders to the amount of $7,501.97 of 
which $853.33 was used for snow work last winter.

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum of money in 
addition to the amount now required by law to take advantage of 
Section 4591 Public Statutes, and if so, how much. 

9. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money for the temporary use of the Town. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to have medical mspection of the 
schools of the Town. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate such proportion of 
$1,200.00 as the Grand List of the Town bears to the entire Grand 
List of Rutland County toward paying the expenses and salary of a 
County Agricultural Inspector. This appropriation is authorized by 
an act of the Legislature of 1912-13. An affirmative vote under this 
article will appropriate between $40 and $50. 

12. To see if the Freeman will vote to accept or reject the pro- 
posed articles of amendment to the Constitution of Vermont.
